ANNUAL JUNE CROP 
AND LIVESTOCK SURVEY 


Forms for the annual June sur- 
vey of crops and live stock are 
now being sent to farmers all ac- 
ross the Dominion of Canada. This 
survey is undertaken by the Do- 
minion Bureau of Statisics in. co- 
operation with the Provincial De- 
partments of Agriculture. The sta- 
tistical organizations depend on 
farmers :to provide information 
concerning crop acreages, live stock 
and poultry numbers and disposi- 
tion. From the. returns. received 
estimates are made of production 
for each province and for Canada 
as a whole. 

-The information that individual 
farmers provide to the Bureau is 
kept strictly confidential. Farm- 
ers, therefore, should not hesitate 
to make a complete and accurate 
return. The farmer is protected by 
law against misuse of his return 
and his individual record is seen 
only by workers in the Dominion 
and Provincial statistical offices. 
Under no circumstances can the 
information on these forms be used 
for taxation purposes of any*kind. 

Farmers who have been send- 
ing reports on this survey in past 
years will notice that the form has 
been changed. We counted the 
questions, There aré actually few-
